W THE TIMES, Nov. 30.—if the 

Plans of Califofnia Gongress- 

men are successful, the building of 

an oOcean-to-ocean highway will de 

made part of the scheme of national 
defense. 


On the opening day of Congress 
Representative W. D. Stephens of Los 
Angeles will introduce a bill to this 
effect. His bill will provide that the 
100,000 or more workmen employed 
on the construction of the highway) 
shail undergo military training as 
part of their duties and shall -con- 
stitute the second line, the regular 
army being the first. 

Mr. Stephens has not completed his 
bill, but told me about it today. 

“Army men agree,” he said, “that 
a great national roadway is as much 
& part of our national defense as 
guns. The word of the German army 
in this war has shown the wonderful 
advantage of rapid transportation. 

“It is also agreed tnat what our 
army most lacks is an adequate re- 
serve. 

“From time to time there arises in 
this country an industrial Crisis dur- 
ing which worthy and willing men 
cannot find work. 


“The building of a great ocean-to- 
ocean highway can be made to al- 
leviate all these conditions. Although 
I have not worked the idea out in de- 
tail, as yet, my idea is to construct 
the transcontinental highway in the 
form of a great oval. It will begin 
at Los Angeles, go east over the old 
Santa Fe trail, ending at Washing- 
ton. It will then follow the Atlantic 
Coast to New York, then go west to 
Chicago, north to St. Paul, and along 
the Canadian border to Seattle. From 
Seattie it will turn south and follow 
the coast to San Francisco, where it 
will pick up our California State 
boulevards and come down to Los 
Angeles again. 

speaking, this will in- 
volve the construction of about 10,000 
miles of highway. It would not be 
possible to estimate the cost accurate- 
ly, but $100,000,000 would more than 
cover it. 

“You will notice that, this road pro- 
vides a route along any possible line 
of invasion from any country or from 
any direction. 

“My bill will provide that the gov- 
ernment pay for the construction of 
the highway and its subsequent main- 
tenance, provided the different States 
furnish the land for the right of way. 

“The construction of the road is to 
be under the supervision of the Presi- 
dent and througn him under the offi- 
cers of the Engineer Corps. 

“The plan nas often been consid- 
ered to have the regular army do the 
work of road building, but this plan 
has always been discarded as imprac- 
tical. My bill provides for just the 
reverse ot this. The laborers on this 
road, also the clerks and overseers 
and all others connected with the 
work in any capacity are to be either 
under enlistment or under some spe- 
cial form ot contract involving their 
continuance on tne job for, a speci- 
fied time. All the workmen are to 
have military training, either physical 
or mental. That is to say, some of 
them are to be drilled as soldiers; 
others are to be trained in the cleri- 
cal work of moving armies. 

“My bill is to be stated in general 
terms, but my own idea is that a 
minimum of 100,000 men should be 
employed, the number to be capable 
of expansion at the time of any in- 
dustrial depression. 

“T don’t know what will be the 
fate of such a din under tne present 
administration, but 1 am going to put 
it on record anvhow.” 

ANOTHER THEORY. 

George Maxwell, the California ir- 
rigation expert, recently wrote a 
book expounding another, but not very 
different theory; and I am told that 
his theory will be embodied in an- 
other bill to be presented in the Sen- 
ate. Mr. Maxwell's idea was to have 
a force of 50v,000 men enlisted as an 
Industrial army to do whatever gov- 
ernment work happened to be on 
hand. such as Galveston flood relief, 
highways, etc.. and to be drilled in 
army tactics on tne side. He also 
provides for a third line of defense 
whereby men of military age are to 
be settled on public land, their tenure 
of the land involving military service 
at certain times of the year.

CRUISERS’ BILLS 
PAID BY BERLIN. 


German Government Fur- 
nished Aid to Warships. 


Dr. Buenz Explains Agree- 
ment with Company. 


Line Acted for Some Time as 
Capt. Boy-Ed’s Banker. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—The Ger- 
man government was revealed today 
as the mainspring of the movement 
to succor German cruisers at sea with 
coal and supplies shipped on neutral 
vessels from American ports early in 
the war by testimony of Dr. Kar] 
Suenz, managing director of the 
fHamburg-American line. Dr. Buens 
took the witness stand late today in 
the .trial of himself and other line 
officials and employees for conspiracy 
to defraud the United States. 

Dr. Buenz, elderly and somewhat 
infirm, was assisted to the witness 
chair soon after William Rand, Jr., 
had concluded the opening address to 
the jury on behalf of the defense, 
Previously Federal Judge Howe had 
heard protracted arguments upon a 
motion by Mr. Rand to dismiss the 
indictments. This motion was denied 
and Ur. Buenz was the second wit- 
ness for his own cause, the nrat being 
@ local customhouse employee who 
identified certain clearance papers in 
the case. 

DR. BUENZ'S CAREER. 

Propped up in the witness chair 
and under the friendly guidance of 
counsel, Dr. Buenz sketched his sev- 
enty-two-year career from his birth 
in Germany, through tenan of vari- 
ous offices tn his native 4 te his 
appointment to the German consular 
service n@ariy thirty years ago. He 
had served his country abroad—in 
the United States, in Mexico and in 
Haiti—in ine consdiar or diplomatic 
service until three years ago, when 
he was made directing head in this 
country of the Hamburg-American 
line’s affairs. Up to that time he had 
been schooled tn diplomecy and law 
rather than seafaring and was virtu- 
ally without experience—as a steam- 
ship man. 

In the fall of 1913, Dr. Buenz testi- 
fied, he received from the head office 
of thé line in Hamburg a letter which 
notified him that. hia superior officers 
and the German government had 
signed and sealed an agreement 
which would become operative in 
time of war-——of which there was not 
then a whisper—and that an abstract 
of this agreement would be sent 
shortly to the German Consul-Gen- 
eral in New York, where he might 


OFFICIAL LETTER. 

The letter then outlined the salient 
points, which were, as recalled by Dr. 
Buenz, about as follows: 

“That the Hamburg-American line 
would undertake to send coal and 
supplies to any German warships 
needing them in the Atlantic Océan 
should Germany engage in war and 
should there be such warships in the 
Atiantic at tnat time, 

“That certain methods of com- 
munication would be used by the 
home office of the line in Hamburg 
to advise the line’s officials in New 
York where to send the supply 
Ships.“ 

In due time the abstract of this 
agreement with the German govern- 
ment came to the German Consul- 
General here, eas* promised, was = 
amined by Dr. Buenz and found 0 
be as outlined in his letter. There 
the matter rested until the thirty-first 
day of July, 1914. On the morning 
of that day, when the shades o@war 
rested over Europe, Dr. Buenz re- 
ceived a cablegram from Hamburg 
which read about as folldwsa: 

“Are you prepared to carry out our 
agreement with tue German govern- 
ment?” 

BUFPNZ ANSWERS YES. 

To this he sent back one word over 
the wire, “Yes.” And then, feeling 
that German ships were soon to be 
swept by allied warships from the 
sea, he set in motion the machinery 
to provide neutral vessels to carry his 
cargoes of coal and supplies to his 
— afloat in the South At- 
antic. 

Thus, the defense contends, was 
fashioned what the American govern- 
ment has termed a conspiracy to de- 
ceive and defraud the United States. 
Dr. Buenz, directing the activities of 
the three other defendants—all his 
subordinates in the line—was alone 
to blame If there were any blame, Mr. 
Rand told the jury in his opening 
address, and even Dr. Buenz was sim- 
ply following orders. 

LINE PAID TH COSTS. 

“There was one provision that was 
not followed out,” Mr. Rand said, 
“and only one; no money was fur- 
nished with which to charter and 
supply the ships. But the men of 
the Hamburg-American line and the 
line itself dug down in thelr own 
funds and spent the money them- 
selves, knowing it would be repaid.’ 
When these funds ran short there 
was a loud cry for help and money 


“We make no secret of this. We 
make no secret of the fact that this 
money came originally from the Ger- 
man governmen. When it did come 
it came in large amounts. Within a 
few days we received three remit- 
tances of $500,000 each from Ger- 
many, and these we deposited in New 
York banks to the credit of the line.

RAILROAD CHOKED

Pennsylvania Railroad Com „ in a 
detailed statement issued here ht 
shows that when the embargo on cer- 
tain classes of freight was imposed by 
the company yesterday there were 
64765 carloads of freight for export 
from New York on the various lines of 
the company. This total was de- 
creased by 324 carloads today, the re- 
maining cars being distributed at va- 
rious poinw along the system. Four 
hundred and fifty of this total are 
laden with flour and 126 with lumber, 
the commodities upon which embar- 
goes have been placed “because of the 
slowness with which these cars are 
being ordered for delivery at the ter- 

minal point.“ 

The congestion of export grain at 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, which 
necessitated an embargo on that com- 
modity billed for export at those ports, 
is shown by the statement that in ad- 
dition to the 1,000,000 bushels of grain 
in the Girard Point elevator at 6 
o'clock Monday morning there were 
1778 cars containing 2,600,000 bushels 
of export grain on hand to go through 
the elevator. Of these cars 453 were 
standing in the Girard Point district 
and the others were being held at 
points west of Philadelphia until they 
cou’d be taken care of. At the port of 
Philadelphia at the present time there 
are three boats loading grain, six 
waiting to load and four others are 
expected this week. 

In addition to the 2,000,000 bushels 
of grain in the Baltimore elevator, 
there are 2829 cars containing 4,240,- 
000 bushels of export grain on hand 
destined to go through that elevator. 
Seventeen boats were in Baltimore 
harbor today to load grain, five of 
which have already received their 
cargoes.

GERMAN VIEW OF 
GREEK INVASION. 


(BY WIRELESS AND A, P.] 

BERLIN Nov. 30 (via Sayville, N. 
Y.)—The position taken by the En- 
tente allies, as reflected in the semi- 
official statement issued in Paris to 
the effect that the landing of troops 
at Saloniki was not a violation of 
Greek territory, is contradicted by the 
Overseas News Agency. 

“Reports from various so con- 
cerning French and Bri threats 
against Greece fall to clear up the 
situation,” the agency says. “How- 
ever, the general tone of the news 
from French and British sources in- 
dicates clearly that Greece hag been 
asked to renounce her sovereignty. 

“Attempts to justify this course are 
all in vain. M. Venizelos, the former 
Premier, had not the right under the 
constitution to sanction the landing 
of troops at Saloniki. The Greek 
constitution states, in clause No. 99, 
that the Parliament is the only body 
which possesses the right to decide 
such questions. Therefore King Con- 
stantine is merely defending the in- 
tegrity of the constitution against 
conspiracy, which shows that re- 
proaches directed against him have no 
just basis.

DEFIES MAN-EATING SHARKS. 


Britisher Tells How Telegrapher 
Dives Into Sea and Repairs Cable 
Cut by Germans. 
(BY Ar NIGHT Wink) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. %0.—The 
story of how the German cruiser Nurn- 
berg visited the British cable sta- 
tion at Fanning Island, in mid-Pacific, 
destroyed the cable bulldings and cut 
the cable connecting Canada and Aus- 
tralia, was one of the early stories of 
the war. R. M. Fitt of London, who 
here today from Fanning 
Island, told how the cut cable was 
recovered and communication re- 
stored. 

“After cutting the cable,” said Fitt, 
“the Nurnberg towed the sea-end off 
shore and dropped it in deep water. 
Hugh Gregg. one of the operators, 
built a glass-bottomed boat and io- 
cated the end of the cable in forty 
feet of shark-infested water into 
which Gregg dived repeatedly until 
1 in tying a lime to the 
cable.

QUARTER MILLION 
OF ACRES OPEN. 
ENTRIES FOR SAN BERNARDINO 


AND KERN AREA MAY BE 
MADE JANUARY 10.. 


Official information has n re- 
ceived at the local Land Offite that 
entries under the enlarged homestead 
act, In land recentiy thrown open 
for entry and, settlement, may be 
made on January 10, 1916. 

The land, involving about a quarter 
of a million acres, is located in the 
western part of San Bernardino 
county, the northeast part of Los a. 
geles county and the southern part 
of Kern county. It is nearly all lo- 
jeated on what is known as desert 
land, where there is no immediate 
prospect of getting enough water for 
irrigation purposes. 

The land will be enterable under the 
enlarged homestead act, giving an en- 
cryman the privilege of securing 32 
Mmatead of 160 acres, in 80 far as the 
lands may be vacant, public, non- 
‘timbered, and nonmineral, and unaf- 
fected by any special provision of 
law. withdrawal] or reservation. 

Land withdrawn or classified as con- 
taining coal, phosphate, nitrate of 
potash. oil, gas, or asphaltic mineral 
may be entered subject to the usual 
reservation of the rights of the gov- 
ernment. These entries give the entry- 
man the surface rights only, and re- 
serve to the government all clusses 
of mineral rights. 

It is stated at the Land Office that 
thousands of acres of the best land 
in the restored area have already been 
| entered, and that so far as the rec- 
ords of the office go, the land stin 
available to entry and settlement is 
what might charitably be termed 
worthless for agricultural purposes. 
That is especially true of the land 
lying in the Mojave desert section. 
where there is no water for don.estic 
purposes. However, the land officials 
are looking for a rush to the land, as 
experience shows there are always 
plenty of people willing to tahe a 
chance once, especially when govern- 
ment land is concerned.

He Always Carried a Loaded 
Shotgun They Say, 


Funeral of Slain Detective to 
be Held Tomorrow. | 


How Detective Sergeant J. . 
Browning was shot down from am 
bush by Caligero Finocehio, before he 
had even drawn his revolver, was told 
Detectives Ritch and Roberds yester- 
day by four witnesses In the Italian 
colony who it was not previously 
known had witnessed the shooting; 
They deny absolutely Finocchio’s story 
that he was shot first and used his 
shotgun in self-defense.

The court held that the provision 
was constitutional., If the county had 
the power to operate a piant, it would 
be an improper construction of the 
law o say that the surpius remaining 
after the countv’s needs for road and 
bridge bulldinas had deen supplied. 

Naturally 
this surplus must be sold, he said 

The court stated that the principle 
is highly important and is becoming 
more important every day. This 
arises from the control of prices and 
products. 

“I can see no swwful objection to the 
county engaging in .ne manufacture of 
cement because, tn doing so, it is « 
valid exercise of the law.”

been more such letters than those timidly, 
fearfully, brought to police attention. 

Mysterious explosions and unexplained 
incendiary fires have intermittently wrought | 
damage in the Italian district, which the’ 
camorra would naturally select for its op- 
erations. 

Finnocchio denies complicity in any such 
organization; but to confess would likely 
get himself assassinated by the camorra if 
he escaped the noose to which the law 
will normally assign him for the wanton, 
unprovoked murder of Sergeant Browning. 

Finnocchio’s friends have already brought 
forward a specious defense representing 
that he was involved in a feud with a 
neighbor, went armed to protect himself, 
and shot through fear that the officer was 
an enemy. 

Whether or not the murderer is allied 
with a nefarious secret organization has 
but slight bearing on the crime. Los Ange 
les cannot afford to sacrifice courageous 
police officers through the nervousness of 
— who are not at peace with their neigh- 

But.a few weeks ago another sergeant 
was murdered by a crook who “mistook” 
the officer for a “burglar.” That cowardly 
didn’t “Intend” to kill Sergeant 


Pehaps desperate Finnocchio didn’t in- 
tend” to kill Sergeant Browning, but it is 
certain that he did not carry a sawedoff 
shotgun as a watch charm, and that he 
used it on a police officer instead of on a 


‘neighbor in no way mitigates the crime. 


OOD ROADS AND PREPAREDNESS. 
One of the lessons taught by the war 
in Europe is the vital importance of a com- 
prehensive good roads system in any 
national scheme of defense from military 
aggression. It is one of the many valuable 
lessons, in fact, which must not be over- 
looked by the United States if it would 
make the military preparedness of which 
ve. 

Its wonderful network of hard-paved 
highways may with positiveness be said to 
have saved France from annihilation at the 
time the mighty Teutonic wave was sure- 
ing onward toward Paris immediately fol- 
lowing the swift opening of hostilities. The 
story of the army in taxicabs that poured 
out of Paris to smash the far-flung tip of 
the invading host will live as long as his- 
tory itself. Less spectacular, but of much 
greater effectiveness in the turning of the 
German rush, ift we may believe the ac- 
counts of later days, was the stand of the 


French center in the same titanic battle, a 


stand made possible solely by the ability 
of the republic’s commanders to hurry men 
and munitions over strategic roads to the 
points endangered. 

Germany’s carefully-planned system of 
rail and highway communication, the most 
nearly perfect for military purposes ever 
devised, has enabled her to strike with 
equal power and facility on every frontier. 
If the time ever comes when the fighting is 
forced into German territory the alHes will 
discover that these same strategic lanes of 
travel and transportation are one of the 
Teuton’s main rellances for defense. One 
of the reasons for Russia's initial failure 
was the incomplete provision she had made 
in these respects. ; 

There is military argument enough for 
an all-ethbracing national good roads sys- 
tem in the United States, even were no 
other argument available. The military 
argument, however, is only one of the com- 
pelling reasons why this construction of 
such a highway system should be given im- 
mediate and earnest thought. The various 
countries of Europe have from the first 
had a double purpose in building the splen- 
did roads that are now in the hands of their 
military chieftains. The course of prac 
tically every hichway created in Germany 
and France had been dictated by an eco- 
nomic as well as a military consideration 
and policy. Nearly every mile of paved 
roadway built has constituted an actual in- 
vestment for the upbuild'!ng of the farm- 
ing or industrial interests of the com- 
munities throuch which ſt passes and has 
served ite ends in the transportation of the. 
products of peace to and from market and 
distributing points. Every one of the so- 
called military highways is, therefore, an 
all-rearearound asset to the country in 
which it is laid out. The governments of 
Europe have constructed such hiehwavs 
outright or have subsidized their buflding 
not only in anticipation of the fateful day 
that has now come, but with the deliberate 
view to fostering and upbuilding the eco- 
nomie life of their respective peoples. 

The application of the European policy 
of highway construction and maintenance 
to American requirements, both militarv 
and economic. must be apparent to anyone 
upon a little consideration. Ocean-to-ocean 
highwaye have come in for considerable 
discussion during the past few years and 
enonch interest has been sroused in various 
parts of the country to make it practically 
certain that the manv missing links in the 
chain of good roads that now stretches in 
a more or less continuous line across the 
continent will some time be suvnlied. In 
the new and intellicent concent‘on of na- 
tional preparedness which has been ſolted 
into the public mind in the past vear or 
more. however, there is no plece for delay 
or chance. there can be no waiting for any 
community to make up its mind. If a na- 
Honal good roads scheme is to fieure in 
the tmpending programme for mi'itary pre- 
paredness in this country it myst be taken 
up by the government itself and not left 
to the various communities that are now 
struggling to put it through. So far as that 
is concerned, it is not a question merely of 


the construction of one transcontinental 


highway, or of any highway, but of a series 
of paved roads, the location and routes of 


;

which must be determined primarily by a 
board of military experts unswayed by local 
or political interests of any kind. It fol- 
lows as a fact beyond dispute that almost 
every mile of roadway that would fit into a 
military plan for the expeditious movement 
of troops and munitions would serve an 
economic purpose as well. All the know! 
edge needed as a working basis is, there 
fore, available. 

The necessarily complicated details as- 
sociated with the actual carrying out of any 
national highway programme that might 
be worked out by the military authorities 
would, of course, require the most expert 
and careful study. Granted a degree of 
freedom from interference from the out- 
side, the army men are capable of planning 
their part of the programme, It would be 
for them to say where the roads should go. 
The provision of funds by the government 
directly, or by apportionment among the 
several States on some basis indicateed by 
the relative economic benefits received; 
plans for the cooperation of Federal and 
State highway departments—these and 
other phases in the scheme would come un- 
der the classification of details within the 
scope of the general policy and to be 
studied in relation to it. The main thing, 
if the nation is to take cognizance of the 
particular lesson In preparedness which has 


to do with strategic highways, is to get the 


plan started. Here is a serious subject for 
the advocates of preparedness to begin 
thinking about. The logic and sanity of the 
plan, both as a military precaution and an 
economic undertaking, should command the 
active interest of all thinking, patriotic 
citizens. 


TROPFAN PENSTONS. 

We are staggered at the almost-in- 
comprehensible figures that make up the 
daily additions to the mountainous war 
debt of Europe. As it is, we wonder how 
many of the chief combatants, even sup- 
posing the war ended this winter, will be 


able to meet their obligations or in less 
than two or three generations lessen the 
burden placed upon the shoulders of chil- 
dren yet unborn. 

While we attempt to count up the losses, 
while statisticlans compute the financial 
tasks that will follow the readjustments of 
peace, one item is still left out of their 
calculations: an additional specter is yet 
to appear over the depleted treasure chests 
of England, Germany and France. 

The pensions for widows and children of 
men killed in action, the pecuniary relief 
for the greater number of maimed and 
crippled and permanently disabled will pro- 
ject the war budget into the future for an- 
other half-century after the armies are dis- 
banded, even if universal arbitration be- 
comes a feature of the new civilization. 

We know to what length the pension list 
grew at the conclusion of our own Civil 
War, so that even today we are still pay- 
ing for injuries inflicted fifty years ago. 
Possibly the largest item of expense for 
the Spanish-American War win be found 
under the same heading. Then stop to 
think of the millions killed and the more 
millions rendered helpless in this greatest 
of all world wars, and try to estimate what 
it will cost to compensate this vast army 
put out of commission in the service of 
their countries—not only the widows and 
families left unprovided for, but the maimed 
and blind and insane and disfigured for 
whom the able-bodied and uninjured 
through additional taxation will bare to 
provide home and food and common com- 
forts. 

It is improbable that any government in 
Europe could, if it would, provide for the 
victims of the great war as generously as 
the United States has taken care of the 
veterans of our own disbanded armies. 
They will not have the resources at the 
end of their war for a long time to come 


that we were able to develop quickly after 
Lee’s surrender to Grant. 

Russia, unless she experiences a miracu- 
lous change of heart, will reduce her pen- 
sion list to the most meager proportions 
possible. But Germany, England, France 
and Italy can be counted upon to attempt 
to fulfill their obligations to the men who 
have given either life or all that makes 
life good and desirable to uphold the foreign 
policies of thelr respective governments. 
Even with the minimum supplied to keep 
fatheriess families and mutilated men from 
actual want and suffering the sums will 
run into figures as hard to fathom as the 
dally cost of the present fighting. And this 
expense will be spread out over years and 
years to come, 

Men have enlisted in the volunteer armies 
of Great Britain for various and numberiess 
reasons—from enthusiasm, duty, love of 
excitement, adventure, or hope or despair— 
but certainly none of them joined the col- 
ors for the paltry pay they could thus earn 
or for the absence of all the comforts and 
decencies entailed by active warfare. 

If they have a claim.on thelr government 
when the war ts over, as they certainly will 
have, none the less will be the claim of the 
conscript and drafted man, forced to face 
death for a few pfennig a day. That the 
country must first care for those who first 
cared for their country goes without saying. 

And how on the top of their present moun- 
talnous expenditures they are going to find 
the means to pension properly all the vie- 
tims of this colossal) war is one of the most 
heartrending problems abead of the out- 
rageous and abnormal confusion in Purope, 
a problem that unless solved successfully 
may wreck kingdoms and destroy empires. 


URKISH CLEMENCY. 

The Turks, stung by the criticism of 
the nations of the practice they have fol- 
lowed for 600 years of massacring Ar 


‘menians, have discontinued indiscriminate 


slaughter, and, in leu thereof, the Turkish 
government promulgated a temporary law 
according to which the local officers could 
transfer individuals or whole communities 
from one place to another, if the political 
circumstances necessitated it. 

No more the Turkish name or history 
will be spotted with the taint of massacre. 
Now they transfer the Armenians into 
lonesome mountain tops and leave them 
there, with only such effects as they can 
carry on their backs and, as the command- 
ant of gendarmes in Marsovan said, Trans- 


portation means extermination.” 


A correspondent says: “The way the 
plan of transportation was carried out in 
Marsovan was as follows: Soon after mid- 
night some twenty-five of the leading 
Armenians, including Ozantun, Atanian, 
Bgrramian, Akyllion, ete, were arrested. 

e police patrolled the streets in the 
neighborhood of their homes, and all were 
taken out of their beds, suddenly and simul- 
taneously, and put in jail. Next day they 


were chained and sent to Sivas, the capital 
of the province. After a few days some 


fifty more were arrested and sent on. The 
process continued for weeks. None of the 
arrested returned.” 

They could not very well return, for if 
they attempted to leave their new homes 
they were shot by Turkish soldiers sta- 
tioned at the foot of the mountain, and a 
few days on the mountain top without food, 
water or shelter disinclined the trans- 
ported” Armenian for any movement except 
to his grave.

is left no alternative except to perpetuate 
a most vicious system. Largely in conse 
— ef these abuses the American 
soldie? costs hig government over one thou- 
sand dollars a year, whereas the mainten- 
ance of the European soldier rarely exceeds 
$250 per annum. 

What is the solution? The pertinent 
queation can only be answered in the light of 
the experience of other nations. There are 
twa methods of obtaining large .armies. 
One ig by voluntary enlistment—a system 
under which the government must go be- 
fore the untry as a suppliant and must 
pay a high price for the men obtained. 
With this goes almost invariably a system, 
of involving no smal! outlay, and 
the two combined inevitably swell within 
a few years to enormous proportions. Our 
own history furnishes abundant corroBora- 
tion of. this fact. 

The other system is that of compulsory 
military service. That is the method un- 
versally pursued in Europe and the reason 
ig obvious—the necessary number of men 
is obtained at the minimum of cost.

censes. 

Owing to the growing number of ap- 
plications for cafes and junk deal- 
err establishments, the commission 
was Virtually forced to take some de- 
fensive action. It was the sense of 
Mayor Sebastian and his associates 
on the Commission that there are 
enough cafes now selling liquor in 
Los Angeles, and enough dealers buy- 
ing and selling junk. 

The resolution against further issu- 
ance of liquor licenses for restaurants 
does not affect the establishments al- 
ready m operation, nor does it pre- 
vent the commission from transfe: ring 
any license from the firet to second 
class. or vice versa. : 

The present liquor ordinance does 
not Umm the mumber of restaurant 
licenses and there are now 103 in 
Los Angeles. “It appears to the sat- 
isfaction of the board that the num- 
ber now in existence is sufficient for 
the accommodation of the public with 
the present population,” says the 
board’s resolution. 

“The location of such a business 
in basement rooms of buildings re- 
quires considerable additional police 
supervision and does not comport with 
public welfare and safety.“ says the 
résolution, placing the ban on down- 
stairs cafes. 

The resolution declaring against 
more junk dealers’ permits merely as- 
sorte that. while the license ordi.ance 
is still pending in the Council, the 
Police Commission will refrain from 
issuing any further licenses. 

The commission denied all pending 
applications for cafe and junk licenses 
bon prejudice. The policy laid 
down. however, will probably be fol- 
lowed in future.

ENGINEERS REPORT WHARVES 
SUBSTANTIAL. 


— 


Wilmington Chamber of Commerce 
Finds Answer to Sleeper Charges in 
Verdict of Experts Hired to Look 
into the Inner and Quter Harbor 
Matters. 


Vindication of the work of the’ Har- 
bor Commission in the inner and outer 
harbors came yesterday in a report by 
two engineers, filed with the commis- 
sion in conjunction with the contro- 
versy pending before the City Council. 

The report is by Capt. Charles T. 
Leeds, former United States engineer 


in charge of the harbor, and Ralph 
Bennett, an engineer familiar with 
harbor affairs; The engineers made 
the report for che Wilmircton Cham- 
ber of Commerve, independent of the 
investigation being made by the Har- 
bor Commission. 

' The report of Capt. Leeds is as fol- 
ows: 

“We have thoroughly and carefully 
investigated the wharf and shed 
known as pier A on the Mormon Is- 
land channel, in Los Angeles Harbor, 
in regard to its strength and et- 
clency, and enclose herewith our re- 
port thereon. 

“Briefly summariring the same, it is 
our opinion tnat it is safe in every 
way for the use ot any steamship com- 
pany which may desire to use it. be- 
ing of sufficient strength and the piling 
having sufficient penetration. With 
proper engineering care it is not liable 
to settle enough or become out of 
alignment enough to cause damage to 
the shed or wharf to such an extent as 
to interfere with shipping or to cause 
the utility to become unsafe for the 
Purpose for whic hit was designed.” 

The report is signed by Leeds & 
Barnard, by Charies T. Leeds, and is 
in direct reply to the faise charges by

An attempt was made by Depu 
District Attorney Paul Warden to m- 
troduce testimony to the effect that 
Mr. Wilson is not the husband of the 
girl, but this was ruled out on the 
ground of being mere hearsay. Chief 
Probation Officer Scott of Santa Ana 
declared that he had arrested the girl 
on another charge.
